PARIS, Feb, 26.—Speaking at the opening of the new build 
ing of the Paris Chamber of Commerce today, President Mille 
rand said that ‘‘the occupation of the Ruhr always was for us 
merely a means of obtaining payment and never an aim in it 
self.’’ 

Continuing, the president said: ‘' Woe carnestly desire the 
coming of the hour when the negotiations devised to fix simul 
taneous dates for the payment of our claims and the evacuation 
of the Ruhr shall have sueceeded,”’ 

President Millerand told business men that they were the 
best qualified to repulse the economic offensive which has sue 
ceeded the military one, ‘Balancing expenditures and receipts 
by a safe and sane publie economy is the remedy for the present 
situation,’’

THE FINAL SAFEGUARD. 


The Spanish dclegate to the League of Nations 
disarmament conference at Rome has withdrawn. 
For the reason that the conference refused to ap 
prove Spain's demand to be allowed to add 105,- 
000 tonnage to its navy. Spain being what it is, 
and where it is in the list of naval powers, the 
Withdrawal will not break up the conference, nor 
seatter consternation among the chancellorics of 
the world, But the action shows how completely 
international agreements depend upon the coutin- 
uous consent of the contracting parties. If the 
Spanish Government has changed its mind, why 
not the Government of soine state) whose naval 
armament is large enough to be important? The 
Washington agreement was a practical and sue- 
cessful attempt to regulate navies within certain 
definite limits. But it is well to remember that 
ail such agreements are valid only so long as the 
signatories are willing to abide by them, War and 
preparation for war cannot be automatically ban 
ished from the world, any more than riots can be 
abolished by statute. The will'to peace is the ulti 
mate guarantee of peace, and the only one 


FIGHTING CANADIAN FLOUR. 


The tariff commission at Washington has been 
hearing some very flattering things about the 
Canadian milling industry. Expert investigators 
have declared to that body that the Canadian 
inillers have chased their U.S. competitors out of

the markets of Europe, and are even able to sells 


flour in the state of New York cheaper than it can 
be made in the mills which normally supply the 
demand there. All this, of course, in support of 
the demand for a higher tariff against Canadian 
wheat. 

Tt will not compensate the Canadian farmer 
for the low price he gets for his wheat to know 
that people on the other side of the Atlantic are 
buying the flour that is made from it for less 
money than it would cost them to buy U.S. flour. 
But he may take some satisfaction in learning 
that even people on the other side of the 
international boundary have not saved themselves 
from an ‘‘inundation’’ of Canadian flour by put 
ting a tariff against the wheat and its products 
And whatever an added tariff might do toward 
keeping Canadian wheat and flour out of the 
United States, it is not at all clear that this will 
belp the U.S. farmer and miller to compete in the 
markets oversea. Rather it may be surmised that 
the dearer wheat is made by the tariff in the 
United Staies the dearer the home made flour 
will become. Tf the duty were doubled, and a cor- 
responding levy imposed upon Canadian flour, it 
may be doubted if that would keep our flour out 
of the United States. As for the oversea trade, 
that can hardly be affected unless the U.S. con 
sumer is made to pay a premium for U.S. flour 
in order that the same commodity may be sold to 
foreigners for less money. 


CITY TAX RECOVERY. 


It is doubtful if it would be wise to amend the 
Tax Recovery Act along the lines suggested by 
the City Commissioners. At present when a land- 
owner falls into arrears his property is put up at 
auction. If no buyers appear it is taken over by 
the city, which in the course of time secures title 
to it. The whole process occupies some two and 
a half years. The changes suggested would limit 
this time to one vear, and would do away with the 
requirement that the property be offered at 
auction. 

The necessity of thus shortening the period of 
redemption is not apparent, and the expediency 
of it is much to be doubted. Two and a half years 
is not toolong a time for a man 4o be given in 
which to redeem property when through misfor 
tune he has fallen into arrears. And during that 
time the eity has a perfectly valid claim againsi 
the property for past-due taxes and current levies 
The city therefore runs no risk in allowing the 
taxpayer that long in whieh to get his affairs in 
hand and recoyer his lost ground. To shorten the 
term to one year would very drastically cut down 
the chances of the delinquent being able to catch 
up with his obligations. It would accordingly in 
crease the chance that the eity would take over 
the property. As the city already has more con 
fiseated property than if knows what to do with, 
and fewer taxpayers than it needs, it would seem 
to be better business to extend the period of 
grace rather than shorten it. 

As for cutting out the requirement that pro 
yerty in default must be offered at auction, that 
is highly objectionable. Such sales in recent years 
have not produced many buyers. But that is a 
very poor reason for destroying the one and only 
chance the delinquent has of getting anything 
back from his investment If a sale is made the 
eity takes what is due it and hands the balanee 
of the price to the former owner If the city 
simply takes over the property the unfortunate 
owner gets nothing And probably sooner or later 
someone will get that property for than he 
ought to pay for! The objeet of the eity should 
be to keep property-owbers on the tax-roll, not to 


crowd them off, and to give the taxpayer who has 


been overtaken by hard times the bes

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BORROWING MONEY FOR UP-KEEP. 


The Provincial Government is adopting a ney 
road policy, which is embodied in a bill now be- 
fore the Legislature. The plan is to borrow 
$3,500,000, to be spent on highways during the 
next five years. Not all of the money is to go to 
the construction of new roads. Nineteen hundred 
miles of road already built is to be ‘‘re-surfaced,”’ 
and the balance used to contruct whatever 
amount of new highway the money will provide 
for. So much of the revenue from automobile 


to meet the interest and sinking fund charges. 
The bonds are to run for fifteen years. 

The significant fact is that this debt is not 
being created primarily to build new roads, but 
to repair old ones. However the project may be 
camouflaged that is what it amounts to. The first 


objective is to put the existing roads in condition 
for use. What is left of the money will go into 
new roads. The necessity of making the present 
roadways negotiable is the first consideration 
And why the necessity of borrowing money to| 
keep roads already constructed in a state of re- | 
pair? Simply because the Government has seen fit 
to appropriate to other purposes money that was 
car-marked to meet that up-keep charge. The 
revenue collected as license fees from automobile 
drivers has been supposed to be used to make and | 
maintain roads. That was the definite undertak- 
ing upon which the fees were raised to their 
present high level, and the obligation has never 
been questioned. But the money has gone else- 
where. The revenue from these licenses has been 
dumped into the general account, spent for what 
ever purpose it was first required, and the roads 
have been largely left to the attention of the 
municipalities. The municipal taxpayers have not 
found it possible to stand the cost of keeping | 
them up to standard. Consequently there has 
been a process of deterioration, general, but vary- 
ing in degree according to the locality and the 
amount of rainfall. Last summer brought an epi 
demie of demands from the municipal authorities 
for help from the Provincial treasury. That de- 
mand has to be met. To meet it the Ministers pro- 
pose the easy way of borrowing a few millions to 
overtake the results of their own neglect. Having 
dissipated the annual income for road purposes, 
they now propose to borrow their way out of the 
predicament, at a cost to the taxpayers of $2,625,. | 
the bonds to 


carry a rate of 5 per cent, 

What has been done cannot now be undone, 
but why pile up debt to meet the consequences? 
The proposed loan will provide $700,000 for ex- 
penditure per year. But the proeceds from the 
automobile license tax and the gasolene tax must 
run t® that amount. The public accounts for the 
last year have not yet been made public. But it is 
known that some 38,000 cars were in operation 
last season. This year the numbore@ill be,et cast 
40,000. At &15 per car the revenue from license 
fees alone will run to $600,000. And #15 is the 
minimum charge. The average fee would pro 
bably be about #20 per ear, which would yield a 
gross revenue of $800,000; or $100,000 more than 
it is proposed to borrow to meet the expenditure 
to which this revenue is supposed to be allocated. 
The tax on gasolene may run to another $200,000. 
That would give a fund of $1,000,0000 for current 
year with which to carry on road work, instead of 
the $700,000 of borrowed money it is proposed to 
devote to that object. The income from these 
sources will grow more, not less, with each suc- 
ceeding year. 

It is not therefore necessary to go farther into 
debt in order to carry out the road program the 
Ministers have in mind. They can flo all the work 
intended, and a third more, by spending the 
revenue from motor licenses where and how they 
are morally bound to spend it, and by adding the 
proceeds from the tax on gasolene, It is not that 
a shortage of road-money compels the creation of 
a capital charge, with the wastage of interest that 
is involved in that. There is more road money 
available from these ordinary and accepted 
sources than the Ministers propose to spend under 
The necessary inference is that 
they intend to go on as they have been doing, 
scattering the bulk of the license money and the 
gasolene tax money hither and yon, regardless of 
the purposes to which this money is pledged by a 
very definite understanding if not by the actual 
terms of the law. As for the roads, when these 
have to be fixed again more bonds can be issued 
and the taxpayers left to foot the bill 

There is in this matter an opportunity before 
the members of the Legislature, and a clear obli 
gation upon them, to restore faith with the own- 
ers of automobiles in the province, and at the 
same time to call a halt to the aeeurulation of un 
necessary debt and put the road-maintaining and 
road-building branch of the Provincial undertak 
ing upon a basis of pay-as-you-go, .
